Holocaust in U'Isconsiu. 

Whst t'LPKRiOB, Wis., Sept. 4.— Tbe burn- 
ing uf tbe American bouse at 2 o'clock Bun- 
day morning reeultad in tbe loea of six lives, 
•o far as can ba aaoartained, though but one 
body has been recovered to date— that of 
Put Claire, a laborer In the pineries. The 
hotel, situated at tba comer of Third and 
Tower aveteues, was a wooden structure 
three storloa high and burned like tinder. 

The blaae first started in a room In the 
aeoond story, oooapied by three men named 
John Oleson, Minoh Sloam and Walter Car- 
ter, and was oecaiioned by the overturning 
of a lamp. The register of the house was 
burned, so that the list of guests oannot be 
obtained. Tha loss will not be more than 
$7,U00 on tbe fnruitura and building, tbe 
latter being very old.

'I'lie clHlin Ls not a new one, and hius often 
been dLseu^sed in the newsf ap<>rs and by 
private eiliz -IIS of Detroit and tnuee on the 
other ^•i le o! the Hne, but it liod never l>oen 
pressed to a decision in dipl<«:iatic corres- 
pondence It was brought up when the 
present river and harbor bill was under oon- 
siderntion in a coinmittoe meetiiif;. Met^ 
ting, 'f New York, asked Chapman, of tlio 
Detroit district, whether tbe British claim 
was seriona Chopmu NpUad ia th* naga- 
tive. 

CliupiiiHii -,;iid today to your correspond- 
ent that he .li l not hih' how tlie Dominion 
governtneiit e .uKl well oufora< it? claim ex- 
cept throu,;li diplomacy. The Unit",l Stati's 
is in actual p<wsassloii of the uoual. and has 
been since its oonstructiou. more than 
twenty ye^rs ago. If a sa«i>*usion of Ca- 
nadian tri.llic should be orderai by the pre-l 
dent, our olbcera would probably make ar 
raugemciits to examine tbe papers of each 
vessel appearing at either end of tbe canal, 
and would permit only American vessels to 
pa Si. 

The only course open tio tbe Cenmiians to 
dislodge the United St.at«s officers would be 
the employment of force. Tiiey are not 
likely to do thia without tbe approval of tbe 
OonUnlon govamment. That approval will 
hardly ba givaa without tbe oooaant of th* 
bom* goraramtBt in London.

One of the saddest affairs that has hap- 
pened in this city for many a day wss the 
accident that befell Mr. and Mra. D. R. 
Lindsay and their son, Willie, Snnday 
afternoon, and which resulted in the 
death of tho little fellow at 4 o'clock last 
evening. 

Particulars of the acciilent were given 
in yesterday's issue, and were correct ex- 
cept that the above-named wore the only 
occupants of the bnggy at the time the 
wheel came off. Mande, the youngest 
child of Mr. and Mrs. Lindaay, had been 

left at home with its nurse. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lindsay escaped with a 
few eiight bruises, but a wheel of the 
buggy passed over their son's abdomen, 
inflicting painful wounds. From the 
location of the injuries, it was impossible 
to tell at first how serious they were, but 
the physician. Dr. Owens, feared the 
worst from the nturt. The child snfTered 
greatly all Monday night, but no cry of 
pain went up from the brave little fellow. 
Early yesterday morning he was refiting 
easier, but at 9 o'clock a change for the 
worse wss noticed. Peritonitis had set in 

and he sank rapidly from that on. All 
that medical skill could do was done. Dr. 
Phister, Dr. Adamson, Dr. Browning and 
Dr. Strode were all called in, hut med- 
ical science was of no avail, except to al- 
leviate the pain and suffering. At ten 
minutes to 4 o'clock in the afternoon 
the little fellow breathed bis last. 

The deceased was four years old last 
January, and wss the oldeet child and 
only son of Mr. snd Mrs. Lindsay. He 
was an unusually bright and handsome 
little fellow, the pride'ot bis parente and a 
fsvorite with the gueste of the hotel. Tho 
parents have the sympathy of the OOm* 
munity in the sad bereavement that haa 
come upon them so suddenly.
